Today After Having Killed a 


Rabbit. 


RN WM. A. ALEXANDER FARM 


Trigger Catches on Wire Fence Which 


Causes Gun to go Off— Hurts 


Not Serious. 


The first hunting accident of the 
season in Hush county happened on 
the William A. Alexander farm west 
of 
the city 
today 
when 
William 
Smith, a farm 
laborer, 
was 
shot 
through the leg with a revolver. 
The shooting was purely acc alen - 
tai, and a peculiar accident at that. 
The man is not believed to bo seri­ 
ously wounded and it is not likely 
that he will suffer any evil 
effects 
from the mishap, according to Dr. IL 
T. Blount, who was called and dress­ 
ed the wound. 
Mr. Alexander and Mr. Smith were 
out working along a fence 
on 
the 
farm. 
The farm laborer carried a 
revolver while at work, thinking thai 
lie might get a shot at a rabbit while 
working on the farm. 
The expected happened tin" morn­ 
ing. 
A rabbit jumped up in front of 
Mr. Smith and he drew his revolver 
rod fired hastily. He killed tile rab­ 
bit and rushed over to where it bad 
dropped 
dead 
alongside 
the 
wire 
fence. 
Mr. Smith leaned over to pull the 
rabbit’s bead off and the revolver 
.-lipped from his pocket. In some 
way it struck the wire fence so that 
the trigger was pulled and tile gun 
exploded. 
The bullet entered the fleshy pail 
of his leg just above the kn*> *. 
The 
bullet penetrated the flesh and pns>rd 
out Oil ill*? side, passing a dist inc? or 
eight inches through 
the flesh.

Alexander who was only a few feet

said-that I belonged to the old ‘‘fogy” 
class of fair operators. 
Very well, 
let it be so claimed and at tile same 
time noted that tile old “fogy” pro­ 
cesses were successful while the new 
“fogy*’ processes have been failurs. 
Iii looking for remedies for the mis­ 
takes of recent years care should he 
taken lest the cure be worse than the 
disease. Usually when the 
traveler 
finds that lie has taken I ho wrong 
road he seeks the right one—another 
way. and before entering upon it as­ 
sures him self that it is the right one. 
At a recent meeting I«>i*tv-four, or 
about one-fifth of the 
stockholders 
of the Association, a panacea was 
administered whereby the stockhold­ 
ers who have 
been 
holding “their 
knuckles’’ for the ran ny years while 
their property was 
depreciating 
in 
value by the accumulation of debt, 
many of them having 
their 
entire 
holding in the previous fair, and for 
the sake of keeping this county in 
the forefront of agricultural coun­ 
ties of the state, again put up their 
money, were required, hereafter, to 
pay their way into their own property 
besides owning it. for the use and 
benefit of the general public without 
interest or dividend. 
It would have 
been* mo re equitable to have sold the 
p ro p e rty and let the men who wished 
to reinvest on the new* basis buy it. 
Again, when the Traction Company 
paid $37)00 it would have been a bet­ 
ter policy to have then sold the prop­ 
erty, divided the money, among those 
entitled to it and accepted the propo­ 
sition of AV. A. Jones who offered to 
lease his track and grounds and ap­ 
purtenances to the Association for a 
period of twelve years, free of rent, 
for fair purposes, than to have spent 
so much money building a track that 
but few men if any, would speed a 
real fast horse upon it. Again many 
are anxious to have the county make 
a donation to help pay the debt. The 
law permits 
the 
Commissions. 
In 
their discretion, and upon a petition 
to loan the Association a stipulated 
sum which would remain a lien upon 
the real personal property of the As­ 
sociation until repaid to the county 
with six percent, interest. 
A motion 
was made and entertained, at said 
meeting that a committee be appoint­ 
ed to lobby the legislature for a law 
compelling the Commissioners to ap­ 
propriate money for faire.

Both the Arm y Before the Ancient 


Capital of Thrace and the Wearied 


Bulgars Before the Tchataldja Lines 


Are Receiving Long Needed Help in 


the W a y cf Heavy Guns to Batter 


Dov.n the Resistance of the Turks. 


Vienna. Nov. 25.—The situation is 
more hopeful than ever becasse Ser* 
via, recognizing the Austrian view 
about Albania, demands only an Adri­ 
atic port. 
Meanwhile France is en­ 
deavoring to persuade Austria and 
Servia to compromise their differ­ 
ences. 
It is anticipated that Turkey 
may prolong the war. as Bulgaria’s 
situation in the 
field, is deplorable. 
The Bulgarian troops lack food and 
ammunition and floods have rendered 
the reads impassable, so that it is 
Impossible to replenish their supplies. 


Constantinople, Nov. 25.—The Bul­ 
garian peace negotiators arrived at 
the Bulgarian headquarters on Satur­ 
day. 
It is expected that they will 
meet the Turkish plenipotentiaries to­ 
day. 
There are, indeed, reports that 
the two bodies met on Sunday, one 
■tory going so far as to say that an 
armistice for a week was arranged, 
According to this both sides agreed 
to 
keep 
their 
respective 
positions 
without bringing up any reinforce­ 
ments. 
These reports cannot be con­ 
firmed. 


London. Nor. 25.—Fierce fighting 
continues around beleaguered Adrian- 
ople. and the allies say confidently 
that the Turks in the city are on the 
verge of surrendering. 
Coming through roads almost im­ 
passable because of the floods and 
through passes that are choked with 
snow, are the reinforcements for the 
Bulgars and Serbs, both in front of 
Adrianople and battling on the Tchat- 
aldja lines. With them they are bring­ 
ing the htavv field guns that the Bul­ 
garians so sorely need in their at­ 
tempts to pierce the lines held by Na­ 
zim Pasha at the Constantinople de- 
fensf s. 
And while they wait the Serbs, upon 
whom has fallen the brunt of the siege 
of Adrianople since the Bulgars swung 
down to Tchataldja. continue to pour 
a heavy shell fire into the forts. 
The Vienna Reichspost prints a dis­ 
patch that purjiorts to be inspired by 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand or some 
of his advisors that he is returning 
from his conference with the kaiser 
in 
Berlin 
convinced 
that 
if there 
should be more than mere talk in the 
quarrel between Austria and Servia 
over a strip of seacoast, then Germany 
will stand shoulder to shoulder with 
Austria. 
With a flotilla of Austrian fighting 
craft steaming down the Danube to 
anchor off the capital of the country 
whose relations with Austria are so 
strained, with troops marching to the 
borders of that country, with fighting 
men called to arms in Germany and 
Russia, the sit nation is one of the 
most nerve-racking tension. 
An Especial Source of Worry. 
Tho approach of the I)anul»e flotilla 
to Belgrade is an especial source of 
worry to diplomats, who realize what 
might happen if anything that might 
be interpreted sn hostile should occur 
while that flotilla was in sight of the 
Serbs’ capital. 
On the other hand, strenuous ef­ 
forts are being made by the French 
republic to bridge the chasm between 
Austria and Servia. 
The endeavors 
have not yet emerged from their in­ 
itial state, but there are sound reasons 
for assuming that they will be crown­ 
ed with success. 
This beneficent ac­ 
tion of the French government is a 
new and important factor in the .n- 
ternational drama. 
As the republic 
has hitherto given undeniable proofs 
of warm friendship for Servia. it has 
acquired th*1 right to lie heard when 
offering counsels of moderation. 
Ac­ 
cordingly. between Premier Poincare 
and the Servian minister at Paris the 
subject has been mooted and the con­ 
versations are expected to continue. 
On these grounds the outlook at the 
present moment is characterized in 
some circb * as even more reassuring 
than several da.vs ago. 
True, war be­ 
tween Austria-Hungary on the one 
hand and Servia and Russia on the 
other, Is being spiritedly carried on by 
the press of the respective countries, 
whose readers they treat each morn­ 
ing to the rattling of sabers and the 
clicking of rifle , which heated fancy 
hears behind the scratching of the 
mighty pens, and it also Is true that 
there still is profound antagonism of 
spirit between S.av and Austrian pub­ 
licist which operates as a troubling 
medium in distorts hr ideas that right­ 
fully apprehend, d would link the two 
states In friendship. 
It is understood 
that Russia is r. lying on a European 
conference after the war to settle dis­ 
puted matters and is determ ine! to 
avoid war unless in defense of her own 
frontiers.

“We need more doctors of public 
health than more doctors of medi­ 
cine,” says Dr. F. B. D resslar, fo r­ 
merly o f Indiana, 
now 
connected 
with the federal bureau of education, 


im a bulletin “ The Duty of the State 
im Medical Inspection of Schools,*' 
ju st issued by the bureau of educa­ 
tion a t W ashington. 
Dr. D resslar 
pleads earnestly for the kind of m ed­ 
ical inspection th at seeks to promote 
health rath er than th at which hunts 
fo r ill-health. 
“Our system of p ay ­ 
ing doctors to do sonneting for us 
when we are sick ought to lie largely 
discarded for the Chinese system of 
paying them to keep us from getting 
sick.” 
Dr. D resslar justifies the state’s 
intervention in the health of its cit­ 
izens on broad grounds 
of public 
|M)licy. 
He feels th at the community 
has as much right to demand good 
health in its children as it has to 
demand th at they attend school: as 
much right to preserve the commun­ 
ity against contagion of disease and 
bodily neglect as against tee contag­ 
ion of ignorance. 
In answ er to the question whether 
medical inspection as now organized 
has 
proved 
useful. Dr. 
D resslar 
shows that medical inspection has 
♦ ailed attention in a startling way to 
the danger of school conditions in 
transm itting discase; it has already 
lessened actual illness, and conse­ 
quently secured better school atten d ­ 
ance; and best of all. medical in­ 
spection in the hands of carefully 
trained men with the right spirit has 
proved to be an educational agent of 
great value, by stim ulating parents 
to give mon* attention to food. cloth­ 
ing. sleeping rooms and general home 
sanitation, 
and 
bv 
dissem inating 
b etter ideals of hygienic living. 
It is in this increased knowledge 
by the people concerning the jiersonal 
care of health that Dr. D re-sal finds 
the greatest ultim ate good of med­ 
ical inspection. 
He says many peo- 
ple are still in gro-> ignorance and 
superstition 
regarding 
health and 
disease, since m any of them a ttrib ­ 
ute to 
a divine Providence 
death 
from diseases directly due to filth. 


“Our chief duty lies in removing the 


onuses which contribute to physical 


unsoundness and disease. 
As long 
as we herd our children in schools 
where they m ust breathe impure air, 
bend over insanitary school desks, 
work a t books when they need phy­ 
sical exercise, ju st so long shall we 
be paying for our own errors." 
Dr. D resslar concludes th at the 
country need.-* health officers whose 
chief delight ta in finding and devel­ 
oping beautiful cases 
of physical 
perfection 
rather than 
in finding 
some 
ob>cure 
and 
rare 
disease; 
health officer* whose philosophy is 
based on the gospel of physical vigor, 
on the .sanctity of personal purity 
and the godliness of clean living; 
j “doctors of health" in very truth, 
who will be concerned with exhib­ 
iting, not a long ltat ut the physical 
defective and diseased, hut a large 
list o f healthy, well developed child­ 
ren.

THREATEN TO TIE UP 
HUGE STEEL PLANTS 


Labor Troubles 
at Pittsburg 


Growing Serious. 


Pittsburg. Nor. 25.—Demanding an 
advance of 70 cents a day, six hundred 
more trainmen employed in the yard 
and mills of the steel corporation 
plants have quit. 
Nearly 1,000 train­ 
men are out in th** Homestead and 
Edgar Thomson plants, and at the Car­ 
rie furnaces. 
The 
seriousness 
of 
the 
present 
strike was fully realized when officers 
of the steel company said the three 
big plants may he forced to shut down. 
This would put in idleness 20,000 men, 
the combined working forces of the 
plants. The men. gathering in groups 
in the streets of Homestead and Du­ 
quesne. assert they will force the com­ 
pany to accede to their demands or 
start the biggest strike since the 
Homestead strike and riots of 1892. 
Since the Homestead strike of 1892 
the mills of Monongahela and Turtle 
Creek valley have maintained the open 
shop, the Carnegies first and the Steel 
corporation officials later, repulsing 
all attempts at unionizing.

STATE TO TAKE 
ADVANCED STEP 


Insane Patients to Be Turned 


to Profitable Account. 


THE “COLONIZATION” METHOD 


In Connection With the Eastern Hos­ 
pital For the Insane at Richmond a 
Farm Will Be Dotted With Cottages 
In Which Will Be Placed Harmless 
Patients, Who Will Cultivate the 
Farm for the State's Profit. 


Richmond, Ind., Nov. 25.—Trustee* 
of the Eastern Indiana hospital for 
the insane have brought suit to con­ 
demn 150 acres of land in Center 
township, this county, which, if ob­ 
tained, will be used for colonization 
purposes, as outlined by Dr. S. E. 
Smith, superintendent of the insane 
hospital, and approved by Governor 
Marshall. John L. Kempton and wife, 
the owners of the land, are made de­ 
fendants. 
The hospital trustees assert that 
they have offered a reasonable sum 
for the land, hut the owners have re­ 
fused to sell. 
A fund of $75,000 has 
been appropriated by the state to fur­ 
ther the colonization plan, which is 
regarded as an advanced step in tho 
treatment of the insane. 
Under the plan proposed those not 
violently insane will be placed in cot­ 
tages and allowed to cultivate the 
farms, the profits going to the state.

25.—Representing twen­ 
ty countries, four hundred and fifty 
delegates met here at the opening ses­ 
sion of the International Socialistic 
congress. 
Some of the most promin­ 
ent Socialists in Europe are present 
and will participate in the congress, 
which will last three days. 
These in­ 
clude Dr. Bebel of Germany, Jules 
Jaures of France, Herr Vandervelde 
of Belgium, Herr Adler of Austria, 
and Heir Hardie of Great Britain. 
The principal object of the congress 
is to protest against war and the at­ 
titude of the great powers. 
There 
were forcible speeches on this suls 
ject. especially by Jules Jaures and 
Heir Hardie. 
The congress will dis­ 
cuss among other things the question 
of a general strike in the event of a 
Europe an war. 
Herr Beild has been 
seriously ill and confined to his bed 
ever since his arrival. 


The Parisian View. 
Paris, Xov. 25.—Despite the efforts 
to take an optimistic view of the sit- 
nation. it Is certain that the tension cf 
Europe is very grave. 
Austria is the 
darkest factor. 
The mobilization of 
the Austrian army is general, although 
the Viennese newspapers do not print 
this, as they are under strict censor­ 
ship in military matters.

In an article in the Scientific Amer 
lean Secretary of W ar Stimson takes 
strong ground not only on the absolute 
right of the United States to fortify 
the Panama canal, but on the need foi 
such defenses as a m atter of great na 
tional expediency. 
Secretary Stimson denies that the 
fortification of the canal would be a 
violation of this country’s obligation tc 
Great Britain under the Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty. 
Ile thus summarizes the 
legal situation: 
“In the Clayton-Bulwer treaty of 
1850 the United States and Great Brit 
tain expressly agreed not to fortify oi 
assume any dominion over any part of 
Central 
America 
where 
the 
canal 
might lie made. 
The first draft of the 
Hay-Pauucefote treaty of Feb. 5, UKK) 
contained ti similar prohibition to the 
effect that ‘no fortification shall be 
erected commanding the canal or the 
waiters adja< eat.’ This proposed treaty 
In this form was rejected by the senate 
for the very reason that it did not give 
the United States sufficient liberty of 
action in regard to the canal.

Award of Board of Arbitration Ap­ 
pointed 
to 
Adjust 
Long-Standing 
Wage Dispute. Brines the Eastern 
Roads Face to Face With Probable 
Demands For Increased Wages by 
the Firemen and Other Employes. 


Washington, Nov. 25. — Their fight 
for an increase in wages has been won J 
by thirty-five thousand locomotive en­ 
gineers of eastern roads. 
The board ; 
of arbitration between the railroads j 
and the engineers in its award just 
made public does not grant all of the j 
engineers’ demands, but establishes a j 
minimum wage, which amounts to a 1 
substantial increase on most of the 
roads. 
The award by the board of ar­ 
bitration probably brings the fifty-two j 
railroads of the east face to face with j 
demands for increased wages by the , 
firemen and other employes. 
Notwithstanding 
the 
increase 
in * 
compensation. P. H. Morrisev, the rep­ 
resentative of the engineers on the 
board, dissents from the award and 
says the settlem ent accepted by it 
can be only temporary. The award is 
retroactive, counting for only one year 
from May I. 1912. 
This means that 
within five months the railroads of 
the east probably will be confronted 
by further demands from the engi­ 
neers and again may have to meet the 
possibility of a strike. 


May Raise Freight Rates. 
The railroads estimated that the de­ 
mands on the part of the engineers. 
if granted, would entail an additional 
expenditure of $7,172,000 a year, 
lf 
the same percentage of increase were 
granted to other employes the addi­ 
tional expense would amount in all to 
$67,000,000. 
The board of arbitration 
expresses the opinion that this total 
Is too high, but it does not attem pt to 
give exact figures as to the additional 
burden that the award may impose 
upon tho railroads of the east. 
The 
findings of the arbitration board are 
regarded here as practically insuring 
a renewed attempt on the part of the 
railroads to raise freight rates. 
The more important features of the 
award are: 
A minimum wage of $4.25 
per IOO miles or less for engineers in 
passenger service, with an overtime 
rate of 50 cents per hour with an av­ 
erage sliced of twenty miles per hour; 
a minimum of $4.75 for engineers in 
through freight service per day of IOO 
miles or less, with overtime pro rata 
after ten hours; 25 cents additional 
per day in local freight service, and 
$4.10 per day of ten hours or less in 
switching service. 
All existing rates 
higher than these minimum are con­ 
tinued in force.

the association could not all> them­ 
selves with any inimical party.

Nothing was given out be­ 
yond the statem ent of the president 
of the association. Dr. Anna B. Shaw, 
who said that the m atter had been 
discussed and everybody satisfied, hut 
it is believed that there was a tacit 
agreem ent made among the officers 
that they would not affiliate them ­ 
selves with any party unless such an 
affiliation was absolutely necessary.

A Thousand 
Square 
Miles 


Devastated. 


Pine Rid ie Indian Agency. S. D., 
Nov. 25.— Mostly within the Sioux In­ 
dian re serration, a thousand square 
miles of territory has been swept by a 
prairie fir' of huge proportions. 
'Hie 
town cf White Owl is reported en­ 
tirely w I ped out. 
A dozen other towns 
were threatened. 
An unknown num­ 
ber of homesteaders* 
shacks 
were 
burned amt i very soul in a strip ten 
m ib s wide* amt more than IOO miles 
long lf exhausted from having fought 
fire for almost forty-eight hours with­ 
out rest. 
Rumors arc* that several 
horn* stcaders were caught and burned 
to death. 
Practical^ all telephone wires are 
down ami the full extent of the dam­ 
age Is not yet known. Three different 
fires started and. fanned by a brisk 
wind, the flames were soon leaping 
across the prairie. 
At Cut Meat, a station on the In­ 
dian reservation, a crowd of Indians 
fought ti f fire two days and nights. 
During the fight the life of a fourteen- 
year-old Indian boy was saved in a 
dramatic manner by J. II. Brown, an 
auto dealer of Valentine. Neb. 
The 
boy became surrounded by flames and 
was on the verge of being burned to 
death, w! en Brown secured the assist­ 
ance of a volunteer.

themselves in wet blankets and drove

Both the Army Before the Ancient 


Capital of Thrace and the Wearied 
Bulgars Before the Tchataldja Lines 
Are Receiving Long Needed Help in 
the Way of Heavy Guns to Batter 
Down the Resistance of the Turks. 


Vienna, Nov. 25.—The situation is 


more hopeful than ever because Ser- 
via, recognizing the Austrian view 
about Albania, demands only an Adri- 
atic port. 
Meanwhile France is en- 


deavoring to persuade Austria and 
Servia to compromise their 
differ- 


ences. It is anticipated that Turkey 
may prolong the war, as Bulgaria's 
situation in the field, is deplorable. 
The Bulgarian troops lack food and 
ammunition and floods have rendered 
the reads impassable, so that it is 
Impossible to replenish their supplies. 


Constantinople, Nov. 25.—The Bul- 


garian peace negotiators arrived at 
the Bulgarian headquarters on Satur- 
day. 
It is expected that they will 


meet the Turkisn plenipotentiaries to- 
day. There are, indeed, reports that 
the two bodies met on Sunday, one 
story going to far as to say that an 
armistice for a week was arranged, 
According to this both sides agreed 
to keep their respective positions 
without bringing up any reinforce- 
ments. These reports cannot be con- 
firmed. 


London, NOT. 25.—Fierce 
fighting 


continues around beleaguered Adrian- 
ople, and the allies say confidently 
that the Turks in the city are on the 
verge of surrendering. 


Coming through roads almost im 


.passable because of the floods and 
through passes that are choked with 
snow, are the reinforcements for the 
Bulgars and Serbs, both in front of 
Adrianople and battling on the Tcliat- 
aWja lines. With them they are bring- 
ing the heavy field guns that the Bul- 
garians so sorely need in their at- 
tempts to pierce the lines held by Na- 
zim Pasha at the Constantinople de- 
fenses. 


And while they wait the Serbs, upon 


whom has fallen the brunt of the siege 
of Adrianople since the Bulgars swung 
down to Tchataldja, continue to pour 
a heavy shell fire into the forts. 


The Vienna Reichspost prints a dis- 


patch that purports to be inspired by 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand or some 
of his advisers that he is returning 
from his conference with the kaiser 
In Berlin convinced that if there 
should be more than mere talk in the 
quarrel between Austria and . Servia 
over a strip of seacoast, then Germany 
will stand shoulder to shoulder with 
Austria. 


With a flotilla of Austrian fighting 


craft steaming down the Danube to 
anchor off the capital of the country 
whose relations with Austria are so I 
strained, with troops marching to the 
borders of that country, with fighting 
men called to arms in Germany and 
Russia, the situation is one of the 
most nerve-racking tension. 


An Especial Source of Worry. 


The approach of the Danube flotilla 


to Belgrade is an especial source of 
worry to diplomats, who realize what 
might happen if anything that might 
be interpreted as hostile should occur 
while that flotilla was in sight of the 
Serbs' capital. 


On the other hand, strenuous ef- 


forts are being made by the French 
republic to bridge the chasm between 
Austria and Servia. 
The endeavors 


have not 3-et emerged from their in- 
itial state, but there are sound reasons 
for assuming that they will be crown- 
ed with success. This beneficent ac- 
tion of the French government is a 
new and important factor in the in- 
ternational drama. 
As the republic 


has hitherto given undeniable proofs 
of warm friendship for Servia, it has 
acquired the right to be heard when 
offering counsels of moderation. 
Ac- 


cordingly, between Premier Poincare 
and the Servian minister at Paris the 
subject has been mooted and the con- 
versations are expected to continue. 


On these grounds the outlook at the 


present moment is characterized in 
some circles as even more reassuring 
than several days ago. True, war be- 
tween Austria-Hungary on the one 
hand and Servia and Russia on the 
other, is being spiritedly carried on by 
the press of the respective countries, 
whose readers they treat each morn 
ing to the rattling of sabers and the 
clicking of rifles, which heated fancy 
hears behind the scratching of the 
mighty pens, and it also is true that 
there still is profound antagonism of 
spirit between S.av and Austrian pub- 
licist which operates as a troubling 
medium in distorting ideas that right- 
fully apprehended would link the two 
states in friendship. It is understood 
that Russia is relying on a European 
conference after the war to settle dis- 
puted matters and is determine J to 
avoid war unless in defense of her own 
frontiers.

Richmond, Ind., Nov. 25.—Trustee*

the insane have brought suit to con- 
demn 150 acres of land in Center 
township, this county, which, if ob- 
tained, will be used for colonization 
purposes, as outlined by Dr. 3. E. 
Smith, superintendent of the insane 
hospital, and approved by Governor 
Marshall. John L. Kempton and wife, 
the owners of the land, are made de- 
fendants. 


The hospital trustees assert that 


they have offered a reasonable sum 
for the land, but the owners have re- 
fused to sell. A fund of $75,000 has 
been appropriated by the state to fur- 
ther the colonization plan, which is 
regarded as an advanced step in the 
treatment of the insane. 


Under the plan proposed those not 


violently insane will he placed in cot- 
tages and allowed to cultivate the 
farms, the profits going to the state.

WAR PREPARATIONS 


International engross Dis- 


cusses the Situation. 


Basle, Nov. 25.—Representing twen- 


ty countries, four hundred and fifty 
detegates met here'at the opening ses 
sion of the International 
Socialistic 


congress. Some of the most promin- 
ent Socialists in Europe are present 
and will participate in the congress, 
which will last three days. These in- 
clude Dr. Rebel of Germany, Jules 
Jaures of France, Herr Vandervelde 
of Belgium. Herr Adler of Austria, 
and Keir Hardie ot Great Britain. 


The principal object of the congress 


is to protest against war and the at- 
titude of the great powers. 
There 


were forcible speeches on this sub- 
ject, especially by Jules Jaures and 
Keir Hardie. The congress will clis 
cuss among other things the question 
of a general strike in the event of a 
European war. Herr Rebel has been 
seriously ill and confined to his bed 
ever since his arrival. 


The Parisian View. 


Paris. Nov. 25.—Despite the efforts 


to take an optimistic view of the sit- 
nation. it is certain that the tension of 
Europe is very grave. Austria is the 
darkest factor. The mobilization of 
the Austrian army is general, although 
the Viennese newspapers do not print 
this, as they are under strict censor- 
ship in military matters. 
Italy, for 


reasons of her own, is anxious to pre- 
vent a conllict between her ally. Aus- 
tria, and Servia. whereas Germany, 
the third member of the triple alli- 
ance, woind he glad to see a rupture 
between the countries. 


Servians Occupy Ochrida. 


Belgrade. Nov. 25.—The Servians 


have occupied Oclirkla without oppo- 
sition. King Peter returned here Sun- 
day after an absence of flve weeks at 
the front. He was saluted by the ar- 
tillery and welcomed by the ministers 
and officials and the Russian envoy 
and by enthusiastic acclamations of 
citizens along the streets. Tl:e city 
was decorated and illuminated in his 
honor. 


Palemas T^Ken by Rebels. 


El Paso. Tex.. Nov. 25.—Rebels 


have retaken the Mexican customs 
port of Palemss on the Chihuahua- 
New Mexico state line. The federals 
lost seven known killed and eight 
wounded, including their commander.

Defenses Are a Necessity, 


NO VIOLATION OF TREATY, 


American and British Statesmen Whc 


Negotiated It Recognized Our Inten- 
tions, Saye Secretary of War In a 
Magazine Article. 
In an article in the Scientific Amer 


lean Secretary of War Stimson take* 
strong ground not only on the absolute 
right of the United States to fortifj 
the Panama canal, but on the need foi 
such defenses as a matter of great na- 
tional expediency. 


Secretary Stimson denies that th< 


fortification of the canal wonld be a 
violation of this country's obligation tc 
Great Britain under the Hay-Pannce- 
fote treaty. He thus summarizes the 
legal situation: 


"In the Clayton-Bulwer treaty ol 


1850 the United States and Great Brit 
tain expressly agreed not to fortify 01 
assume any dominion over any part ol 
Central America where the canal 
might be made. The first draft of the 
Hay-Pauucefote treaty of Feb. 5, 1000.. 
contained a similar prohibition to the 
effect that 'no fortification shall be 
erected commanding the canal or the 
waters adjacent.' This proposed treat; 
in this form was rejected by the senate 
for the very reason that it did not give 
the United States sufficient liberty of 
action in regard to the canal. The 
present Hay-Pauncefote treaty was 
then negotiated, which in its first ar- 
ticle entirely abrogated the old Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty and also omitted the 
restrictions against fortification which 
had been contained in the first pro- 
posed Hay-Panncefote treaty. 


"The memorandum which Mr. Hay 


sent to the senate with the second 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty, containing the 
correspondence between himself and 
Lords 
Pituueefote and Lansdowae, 


shows that these changes were made 
for the espress purpose of permitting 
the Unite'l States to fortify and de- 
fend the canal and that Lord Lans- 
downe fully understood and recogniz- 
ed this right on our part. 


Lansdowne's Statement. 


"As to this Lord Lansdowne express- 


ly said: 


"It Is most important that no doubt 


should exist as to the intention of the 
contracting parties. A3 to this, I under- 
stand that by the omission of all refer- 
ence to the matter of defense the United 
States government desires to reserve the 
power of taking measures to protect the 
canal at ar.y time when the United States ' 
may be at war from destruction or dam- 
age at the hands of an enemy or ene- 
mies. 


"The congress of the United States 


then proceeded the following year in 
the Spoonor net (section 5) to authorize 
the president to enter iuto the con- 
tracts for the construction of the ca- 
nal and its 'defenses.' And in the fol- 
lowing year. iflOS, Mr. Hay, the same 
statesman who bad negotiated the 
n.ay-1'iHincefote treaty, negotiated a 
treaty with the republic of Panama by 
which Panama granted to the United 
States for ihi> purpose of the canal the 
use. occupation and control of the pres- 
ent I'Miama canal zone and also grant- 
ed to tl'e United (states for the protec- 
tion of i-nrli canal the right to use its 
land and naval forces and to establish 
fortillcatx.-s. 
(Buuau Varilla treaty, 


article '2".' 


"The IlayP.Tiincefote treaty and the 


Bunati Varili-i treaties are the only ex- 
isting treaties -iitered into by the Unit- 
ed States whirh afi'ect its rights over 
the Panair-n canal. 
It is perfectly 


clear, therefoiv, from the foregoing 
facts that noi-t- of the statesmen, ei- 
ther of i: :•->:! t Britain or Panama or 
the United Sta'vs. who were concern- 
ed at the rim? in the negotiation of 
these treaties OP tlie enactment of leg- 
islation to ma'.;c them effective had 
any doubt as to the right or purpose of 
the United Stares to defend and forti- 
fy the canal." 


Necessity For Fortification. 


As to the necessity for the fortifica- 


tion of the camil for the protection of 
the United Stives in time of war Sec- 
retary Stimson is fully convinced. He 
gays: 


"It has l>ee» earnestly argued that 


the safety of the canal can be better 
and more die? ply assured by an agree- 
iment between the leading natieas, 
making it n tieutral -waterway and far- 
bidding it I-'oin ever being blockaded 
or seized :n time of war. It is argued 
that suck u course will relieve us from 
the expend and burden of defending 
the canai end that it will at the same 
time accomplish every resnlt which we 
could accomplish by defending it our- 
selves. 


I "This it an entire misconception. It 
loses sight of the vital difference be- 
tween an American canal and an Inter- 
national canal. It loses sight of the 
fact thit it Is of vital importance to 
Bus country not only that the canal 
(ball be open to our fleet hi case of 
war. but that it shall be closed t* the 
Beet of our enemy. 
An international 


canal, kept open and defended by 
•XreemeDt between the-powers, from 
tto very nature would have to be open 
to our opponent as well as to our- 
Mlvea."

MINIMUM WAGE 


FOR ENGINEERS 


Eastern Roads Lose Out in 


FIFTY-TWO ROADS AFFECTED 


Award of Board of Arbitration Ap- 


pointed to Adjust 
Long-Standing 


Wage Dispute, Brings the Eastern 


Roads Face to Face With Probable 
Demands For Increased Wages by 
the Firemen and Other Employes. 


Washington, Nov. 25. — Their fight 


for an increase in wages has been won 
by thirty-five thousand locomotive en- 
gineers of eastern roads. The board 
of arbitration between the railroads 
and the engineers in its award just 
made public does not grant all of the 
engineers' demands, but establishes a 
minimum wage, which amounts to a 
substantial increase on most o£ the 
roads. The award by the board of ar-. 
bitration probably brings the fifty-two 
railroads of the east face to face with 
demands for increased wages by the 
firemen .and other employes. 


Notwithstanding the increase in 


compensation, P. H. Morrisey, the rep- 
resentative of the engineers on the 
board, dissents from the award and 
says the settlement accepted by it 
can be only temporary. The award is 
retroactive, counting for only one year 
from May 1, 1912. This means that 
within five months the railroads of 
the east probably will be confronted 
by further demands from the engi- 
neers and again may have to meet the 
possibility of a strike. 


May Raise Freight Rates. 


The railroads estimated that the de- 


mands on the part of the engineers, 
If granted, would entail an additional 
expenditure of $7,172,000 a year. If 
the same percentage of increase were 
granted to other employes the addi- 
tional expense would amount in all to 
$67,000.000. The board of arbitration 
expresses the opinion that this total 
Is too high, but it does not attempt to 
give exact figures as to the additional 
burden that the award may impose 
upon the railroads of the east. The 
findings of the arbitration board are 
regarded here as practically insuring 
a renewed attempt on the part of the 
railroads to raise freight rates. 


The more important features of the 


award are: A minimum wage of $4.25 
per 100 miles or less for engineers in 
passenger service, with an overtime 
rate of 50 cents per hour with an av- 
erage speed of twenty miles per hour; 
a minimum of $4.75 for engineers in 
through freight service per day of 100 
miles or less, with overtime pro rata 
after ten hours; 25 cents additional 
per day in local freight service, and 
$4.10 per day of ten hours or less in 


; switching service. All existing rates 


j higher than these minimum are con- 


tinued in force.

EVERYBODY SATISFIED 


That Is What Suffragists Say About 


Their Convention Row. 


Philadelphia. Nov. 25.—The cause of 


suffrage 
apparently has triumphed 


over its internal differences, and today 
the conquerors and the conquered in 
the battle of Saturday, when Jane 
Addams of Chicago, now dubbed "the 
Moses of suffrage," swept aside all 
the opposition, defeating Mrs. O. H. P. 
Belmont and her followers, are stand- 
Ing back to back fighting for a coun- 
try-wide vote for women. 


When the aftermath of the battle 


stopped it looked very much as if the 
supporters of Mrs. Belmont might 
withdraw from the National American 
Woman Suffrage association in their 
chagrin at being defeated, when they 
sought to amend the constitution of 
the organization so that the officers of 
the association could not ally them 
selves with any political party. 


So serious was the breach that Sun- 


day there was an executive meeting 
of the executive board of the associa- 
tion for the purpose of discussing the 
matter. 
Nothing was given out be- 


yond the statement of the president 
of the association, Dr. Anna B. Shaw, 
who said that the matter had been 
discussed and everybody satisfied, but 
it is believed that there was a tacit 
agreement made among the officers 
that they would not affiliate them- 
selves with any party unless such an 
affiliation was absolutely necessary. 


This promise, it is believed, was the 


diplomatic sop which was passed to 
the members who stood by Mrs. Bel 
mont. and were on the losing side of 
the proposition.

SIOUX RESERVATION 


SWEPT BY FLAMES 


1 Thousand Square Mies 


Devastated. 


Pine Rtdse Indian Agency. S. D., 


Nov. 25.—Mostly within the Sioux In- 
dian reservation, a thousand square 
miles of territory has been swept by a 
prairie fin; of huse proportions. The 
town of White Owl? is reported en- 
tirely wiped out. A dozen other towns 
were threatened. 
An unknown num- 


ber of homesteaders' shacks 
were 


burned and every soul in a strip ten 
miles wide and more than 100 miles 
long is exhausted from having fought 
fire for almost forty-eight hours with 
out rest. 
Humors are that several 


homesteaders were caught and burned 
to death. 


Practically all telephone wires are 


down and the full extent of the dam- 
age is not yet known. Three different 
fires started and. fanned by a brisk 
wind, the flames were soon leaping 
across the prairie. 


At Cut Meat, a station on the In- 


dian reservation, a crowd of Indians 
fought tli* fire two days and nights 
During the fisht the life of a fourteen- 
year-olJ Indian hoy was saved in a 
dramatic manner by J. 13. Brown, an 
auto dealer of Valentine. Neb. 
The 


boy became surrounded by flames and 
was on the verge of being burned to 
death, wlien .Rrown secured the assist- 
ance of a volunteer. Both wrapped 
themselves in wet blankets and drove 
the auto through the wall of fire to the 
lad. As It sped by the boy the volun- 
teer grabbed him and jerked him into 
the auto, which kept on through the 
second wall of fire to safety. All three 
were zinced and the machine was blis- 
tered.
